Having received reports from both Denver and Helona in 
relation tot he complaint made by you on February 27th, I am 
able to make a statement which will explain the reesons for 
making what you consider excessive and unusual charges, 

Last fall my attention was directed to the very trouble= 
some character of bullion that was being forwarded from the 
Helena office to the United States refinery at Philadelphia, : 
and it lead to @ correspondence with the Assayer in Charge at 
that institution and the issuing of instructions on my part 
for him to be more careful in receiving this character of 
metal; and when it Was necessary to get reliable assay re- 
sults by remelting and eliminating the refractory elements 
present that he should impose a charge upon the depositor ‘ 
to cover the actual cost of such work. The bullion coming 
from your mine seems tobe of this character, and on deposit 
#517, the assayer, misunderstanding my instructions, did not 


add the cost of labor, only charging the cost of the material 


used and fuel consumed in purifying your deposit, But when 
deposit #551 came in, the assayer added the cost of the labor, 
$8.50, to the cost of the material and fuel, and, through a 


misunderstanding of my instructions, he added $4.00 for 
extra assaying. This last charge should not have been 
made, end the amount will be remitted to you upon your 
giving a receipt to Mr. Miller. 

I find that the Denver Mint had much the same trouble 
with your deposit when handled there, but they not having 
received instructions at that time to make the extra charges 
for remelting and purifying’ the metal, accounts for the lesser ;

The Superintendent of the 
mint at Philadelphia probably would have notified you of the 
fact, but in roading the new rates he did not appreciate that 
there had been a change in the rate effecting the character of 
bullion you were depositing, and it was not until after your 
deposits of March 3d that the change was noted. He then wrote 
+o me asking if the omission in your case Gould not be over 
looked, but I replied that the omission could not be tolerated 
and that the amount would have to be made good in his accounts. 

As the goverament refineries and bullion purchasing agencies 
are not established as a source of profit, but are required by 
law to be operated at cost as a convenience to the public, thera 


is no legal requirement that notice of a change in the rate of 


charges should be posted; moreover, it would be impracticable Va 
to send the thousands of depositors notices of the new rates as # 


suggested in your letter.

Heretofore bullion of this kind has been 
reoeived and refined by the Government at a loss, especially 
so since the introduction of the electrolytic method of re~ 
fining. In revising the table of charges for the Mints and 
Assay Offices, lest March, it was therefore found necessary 
to place this character of bullion in the class where it 
properly belongs. 

The law requires that the refining operations shall be 
 gonducted upon a basis of as near cost as possiblic, therefore, 
it is just as much of an obligation on our part to keep the 
charges to depositors up to the cost of the work as to see 

that they do not exceed it. 

The electrolytic mothod of refining now being introduced 
in all the mints will in time undoubtedly justify = reduction 
in charges for such character of bullion as has heretofore been 
paying the highest charges, but st the same time compels an 


increase in the rates imposed on the oless ‘of bullion that has been 


handled at the low figures in the old rate card. 


Experience and observation in future operations wilt 
tell us if other changes shail be necessary to comply with 
the lew. 

I am very sorry the new rate has hit your Company so

Japan adopted the single gold standard. The law declared 
that the unit should be the yen containing 11.574 grains 
troy of pure gold. The unit is not coined. Since then 
there has been no change in the weight and fineness of the 
Japanese gold yen. Under the Japanese coinage laws of 
1871 the yon contained 23.1468 grains of pure gold, which 
is double the amount contained in the present gold yen. 

From October, 1897 to August 8, 1899, the old,gold coins 

of Japan were calculated at double the value of the new coin 
authorized by the law of 1697. In August, 1898 a decree 

was issued providing that the old gold and silver coins 

issued before the rosulextion of the act of 1897, should not 
be received by the State Treasury of the country.

of $1,937,089 over the stock on hand April loth, Py ‘yt of 
this amount, $1,135,777 was due to coinage operations during this 
period, leaving a net gain from accumulations by reason of de« 
posits with the United States Treasurer of $801,312 We had on 
hand on May 12th, 1908, silver bullion to the value of 
$5,857,810 which when turned into coin will come near doubling 
that amount. As against this, for the sake of comparison, there 
wes on hand May 13, 1907, Subsidiary silver to the amount of 
$9,176,697 and silver bullion to the amount of $2,367,471 or 
consicerably less than half what we have on hand at the present 
time. There is one encouraging feature of the silver coin con= 
dition and that is, on the 10th of April, last, there had ace 
cumulated from nothing at all, in the winter months, the sum of 
26,289,662 standard silver dollars, since which time the amount 
has dwindled so that the amount on hand on May 12th was 
13,045,785 standard silver dollars, At this rate the stock on 
hand will soon be exhausted, after which I would expect somee 
thing of an increase in the demand for subsidiary silver. If 
the demand shall be sufficient to materially reduce the stock of 
subsidiary silvercoin in the hands of the Treasurer, of course, 
the governnent will be in the market for more silver this sumer 
and fall. Iam watching the conditions very closely, for I fully 
appreciate the advantages that would accrue to the western 
country by an increase in the value of silver, but wo must be 
equally as careful not to overdo the thing, for while large 
purchases might temporarily assist the market, an excess would

You are respect- 
fully informed that from information we have obtained up to this date 
date the production of silver for the current calendar me will 
average about the same as for the past three years, 

One of the causes to which the low price of silver and the ; 
uncertainty of the market is attributable is the fact that China has Fs 
not been 2 purchaser of silver during this year, but, on the con- . 
trary, has found it necessary to soll in the London market to moot 
her obligations. India has purchased so far this year, at the 
_ current market rate, silver of the value of 23,083,000 as against 
$5,082,000 for the corresponding period of last year, and the Conti- 
nontal demand has also been limited. 


It is believed that there is no large stock of silver bullion on 
hand in the United States. Our information from the largest ‘smelters 
and refiners is to the effect that they do not carry any stock, but 
sell from day to day at the current rate, whatever it may be. ‘the de 
Treasury Department discontinued the purchase of silver bullion 


about the 1st of February last, with the exception of small amounts 
required 


to pay for silver bullion deposited for retum in fine bars,

The position tae Weak eee as 
several years, the suporintendentbeing unable to get a man qualified fort he 
‘york who would or could pass the class "B" examination, TI thought when we 
made the re-classification of smployees of the mint and assay service, and 
placed the foremanship in class "D" instead of class "B", we would have no 
trouble, but in that TI have been mistaken. I have sent around to different 
jnstitutions trying to find a competent man who would be willing to be 
transferred here, but without result. The requisites of the place demand 
experience in ingot melting, some techical knowledge of metallurgy, and 
administrative ability. This combination doesn ot exist out of the mint 
service, for there is no place outside of the mint service for men to acquire 
experience in coin ingot melting. They have here a man named J. F. Kennedy, 
who has been in the employ of the mint for some fifteen years past, who is in 
every way qualified for the place, and who is now, and has been rated as 
deposit melter, for the past five years. As such melter, he has been the 
actual foreman of the Deposit Melting Room for some years, with the pay of 
$5.50 per day, having several men under him, This position in some of the 
other mints is designated as Foreman Deposit Melter. 

While I was superintendent of this mint I repeatedly offered to appoint 
Mr. Kennedy to the vacant foremanship of Ingot Melier, but he declined, objecte 
ing to taking the chance of failure in examination, being an extreuely 
sensitive person. The present superintendent has also solicited Mr. Kennedy 
to take the vacant place, but with no morse success than I met with. 

Upon ny return here, and finding more urgent need for the foremanship 
than ever, I again took up the matter with Mr. Kennedy, but he objected to the 
ordeal of an examination, and cleims with some force that he has been the actual 
forewan of a higher class of work here for some years, and should be eligible 
for the other position, especially as there is but little difference in the 


paye 4 

Since my arrival here I have solicited two men at other institutions to 
Come here, but either the head of the institution or the men themselves, object 
to the transfer. Now, uniess you can help them out here by allowing Mr. 
Kennedy to be transferred from the position of Head Deposit Melter to the 
position of Foreman Ingot Melter, it will be impossible to fill the place, 
tothe great detriment of the service. Mr. Kennedy is the only available man, 
and he is not anxious for the changes 

Please let me know if the Commission can solve the question, I will be 
here until the 16th of August.

Your letter of Ostohar fifth, addressed +o the Treasury 

Department, has been referred to me for reply. 

The coinage of silver dolisrs is regulated by act of Congress. 
The coinage of subsidiary, or silver denominations less than the 
dollar, is controlled by the Director of the Mint and regulated by 
the demand and the condition of the supply in the hands of the 
Treasurer of the United States. The amount of subsidiary coined 
during the first half of this year has been above the average. In 
the purchase of silver the government goes into the open market, 
and all purchases must be approved by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

I infer that your questions have arisen from an idea that 
there is a scarcity of subsidiary silver coin, due either to a lack 
of mint capacity or some possible objection to the use of silver 
currency. In the first place, the assvmption that there is a 2 iy 
scarcity is an error. There is at the present time in the hands 
of the Treasurer and Assistant Treasurers of the United States 
over $21,000,000 in halves, quarters and dimes, and it is entirely 
unnecessary that there should be & scarcity in any community in 
the United States, inasmuch as the goverment in its encouragment 
of the use of silver coin has liberally provided for the free

Some three or four years ago, wa 
nape, when the needs of expanding trade and commerce greatly a 
increased, a more liberal construction was placed upon the coinage

My dear Lee: 


Your letter of the 16th instant, written on the eve 

of your departure for Salt Lake, received. I am glad to know that 
Mrs. Kerfoot has so far recovered as to be able to go with you. 

I read with interest your suggestion as to the disposal of 
De Ue R. grains, but am sorry to say I cannot concur in your 
reasoning, and, fearing that I might be in error, I submitted the 
subject to Mr. Butler, and he too says that the proposition is 
impractical, that is, so far as treating the recovery of grains 
from the deposit melting room as a regular deposit is concerned. 
For one thing, it is inconsistent with the system of accounting 
in the Bureau; and then, another great objection to the plan is 
that the deposit rielting room grains would lose their identity 
and become absorbed in the general receipts of the institution. 

I cannot see where any trouble should oxist with tho difference 
caused in ‘handling the grains in the way it is desired, unless you 
take up the recovery from the deposit melting room monthly and only 5 
draw a check for the same quarterly. If a check was drawn monthly 
simultaneous with the monthly deposit, there should be no aatterones 
between the totals in your gold sheet and the amount shown by your 4» 
ledger and record of purchases, I see, by referring to the reconda i /
